T he day 
had been chosen for an eight-hour dem on­ 
stration, under the auspices o f the Central 
Labor U nion, representing the com m unis­ 
tic elem ent am ong the laboring people of 
city. 
T here was a

men in th e line, probably 3,'4X1 to 4.000,

by the s *o;e, and a very few U nited -States 
Hajs. 
T he organization began gathering 
on Randolph street, in the old hay m arket, 
before 10 a m., and the m arching began.

A rtificial T eeth a 1’rehistoric P ro- 
nieT.—Dr. Van M arter, of Rom e, has pub­ 
lished an interesting 
account 
of 
the 
evidences discovered by h im cf prehistoric 
dentistry in Italy. 
In the m useum of Cor- 
nelo T arquinius, a city on the M editerra­ 
nean coast, he found two specim ens o f 
ancient, dentistry, w hich the M ayor of that 
city certifies were found upon the first 
opening of the buried E truscan tom bs, and 
Professor H eilbig gives 
assurance 
that 
these were virgin tombs, dating hack four 
or five centuries before th e C hristian era. 
In one of the specim ens the tw o superior 
central incisors are bound by a band of 
very soft gold to teeth on either side ; th e 
artificial teeth are well carved, evidently 
front th e tooth of som e large anim al. 
One 
other artificial tooth was held by the sam e 
band, but it is lost.

THE CAUCUS FARCE. 


The story goes that the State Central 
Committee of the Republican party will» 
in all probability, direct that the delegates 
to tiie State Convention be chosen at 
Porter primaries. This occasions the San 
Francisco Bulletin to rem ark: 
If this step be taken the rule should extend 
to the whole State, as it is supposed it will. 
There is some bossism scattered over the in te­ 
rior. The practice is too general of the selection 
of delegates to nom inating conventions by 
County Committees or the small cliques w hich 
m u them. Such a proceeding on the p arto f the 
State Central Committee as th at indicated w ill 
be the first intelligent effort to vitalize the Re­ 
publican party of California. So far it cannot 
be said in local m atters to exhibit any of the 
traits of a real party organism. 
It has been m il 
by bosses of all sorts, little and big. As a con­ 
sequence, it has been m ale to do a great deal of 
dirty work. 
The B u lletin errs in saying no other 
eftort has been made to “ vitalize” the 
party. 
Its indignation runs away w ith its 
judgment. 
It is right concerning bossism, 
only there is not “ some Inissism scattered 
over the interior,” hut a great deal of it. 
In this city, for instance, the Republican 
voters have of late had about as much to do 
With choosing delegates as the man in the 
moon. 
The caucus throttles the primary- 
The primary, under the Porter law, is a 
farce, with the caucus system in force. 
This is how the work is done: 
“A.,” “B.” 
and “ C.” determine how they 
“ want 
things. 
After the primary is ordered, 
these uncrowned kings fix u¡>on “ D.” to 
preside at a caucus, “ K.” to lie its Secre­ 
tary, and “ F .” “ « .’’ and “ H .” to consti­ 
tute a committee to report delegates already 
fixed upon. 
“ J .” is chosen to make the 
initial motion to call “ D. ” to the Chair, 
“ K.' isto second it, and the “ boys” are 
to lie on hand to do the vociferous voting. 
A caucus is then called in a room capable 
of holding a hundred, sometimes not twenty 
men, in wards where 400 and 500 Republi­ 
can votes are usually cast. 
The evening 
arrives—and it is usually the night before 
the primary, thus precluding protesting 
organization—the programme is carried 
out to the letter, the committee “ F.,” “« .” 
and 
II. 
name the delegates chosen by 
bosses “A.,” “ B." and “ C.” 
“ L.” moves 
the 
adoption 
of the 
rejiort, 
and 
it 
goes through “ liooming. 
If there is fear 
that Republican voters may do their duty 
and attend, and manifest some interest 
in 
the 
proceedings, sufficient servitors 
are imported from 
wards where there 
is no such danger. 
So the crank is turned 
and the machine grinds out the grist pre­ 
pared for it. 
A ticket thus made is the 
regular. 
Vny who venture to propose a 
different one are denounced as “ bolters.” 
and political "boycott,” heretofore known 
by the less euphoneous title of “ cinch,” 
is declared against the discontented, and 
they are "-¡lotted’’ for future political 
crucifixion. 
Of course, under such a sys­ 
tem, the primary bocomes a farce. 
Voters 
remain away from the [ tolls because the 
caucus has done all the work, and there is 
no need for them to attend. 
The caucus 
is a fungus growth upon the primary. 
It 
never had place in the conception of the 
originators of the Porter primary system. 
It is the whip-cord that works thugism 
upon the primary, and strangles even the 
semblance of a representative system out 
of it. 
The candidates know this, and con­ 
cern themselves far more with pre-caucus 
arrangements than with an honest contest 
at the pills and submission to the will of 
the majority. 
This is how bossism works 
in the interior. 
In ¡San Francisco the club 
system takes its place, and is still worse. Of 
this latter the San Francisco press is loud 
in denunciation at this time, for a war of 
basses there within the party, is fast oblit­ 
erating what 
respect remains for *the 
organization. 
The Ssate Contra! Com­ 
mittee meets to-morrow ; the fate of the 
pirty in California is at stake, if the party 
consents to a programme truckling to the 
terrorism of a lot of extremists who Lope 
to load persecuting boycotting upon it, it 
will simply commit jiolitical suicide. The 
forty always has lieen equal to any emerg- 
g.'nev. 
It is yet. Its principles are sound. 
Its declarations regarding human rights, 
anti t ic infamy of unrestricted Chinese 
immigration, have always been and are 
C ear and unmistakable. Workers and em- 
p'oyers alike know it to be the party of 
fa r play, intelligence, the rights of men, 
of law, order, reform, progress and Ameri­ 
can civilization. 
It has no occasion to 
depart from its standards or to modify its 
principles. 
Let the official heads of the 
forty -land by its old colors, secure to the 


members of the party freedom of action, 
and there need be no fear of the result. 


I g n o r a n c e invariably exposes itself. 
Our local evening contemporary, which 
ventures into waters beyond its depth 
every now and then, quotes front the 


R e c o r o - U n io n ’h ltook review of Saturday 
these incidental lines in the notice of 
Lang’s charm ing essays: “ How comes it 
that so accomplished a scholar as Andrew 
Lang speaks of Sir John M aundeville as 
Sir John M anndeville?” It adds this com­ 
ment : “ After this illustration, who shall 
say th at literary criticism is not a fine 
art? There is no typographical error 
more common than the substitution of an 
‘ n’ for a ‘u.’ ” 
It is perfectly evident 
that our neighltor is ignorant of the writ­ 
ings of Maundeville as well as of the essays 
of Lang. 
It so happens th at in his own 
volume Maundeville spells his name with 
the letter “ u.” 
But cyclopedists and com­ 
mentators have spelled the name both 
Maundeville and Mandeville. The correct 
spelling, however, is as we give it. 
Lang 
adopts a contorted form. 
T hat the pre­ 
sumptions “ critic” of our contemporary 
had not read Lang’s essay is proved hv 
the fact that Mr. Lang spells the name 
with two “ n’s” in the caption, indexes his 
paper itt the same way, and the four-page 
titles are all spelled in like manner. 
Thus 
six times, five of them in capitals, double 
“ n” is used in proof Mr. Lang read, and 
was therefore purposeful. There may possi­ 
bly lie some authority for this spelling of 
the name of one of the very earliest Eng­ 
lish writers of travel, but in his own book 
the K night used the “ u,” and as Mr. Lang 
adopts the old English style of spelling in 
his text, as used by Sir John, the suggest­ 
ion that it was error to spell his name 
otherwise than he him self did, holds good. 
Our contemporary may enlighten itself for 
a dime by the purchase of the marvelous 
book of travels Sir John wrote, and by a 
glance at the essay of Mr. Lang it will dis­ 
cover that in the captious haste to pick a 
Haw it overshot the mark. 
If, however, 
its blunders serve to enlarge its literary 
knowledge, it will not have gone off half­ 
cocked in vain. 


T h e effort is being made to force the 
absurd title “ Higher ” California upon this 
section by iteration of the ill-cliosen name. 
Central California it Ls and must remain. 
We have three grand divisions, northern, 
central and southern California, and Sac­ 
ramento is in the heart of the central sec­ 
tion. 
But we are told that designation in­ 
cludes the San Joaquin valley. Suppose 
it does. 
T hat valley is of the same cli­ 
m atic and productive character as the Sac­ 
ramento valley. The development of both 
sections is the interest of all. 
W hen the 
local immigration association was formed 
by the Convention called by the R e c o r d - 
I x io x , the title read “ Central and N orth­ 
ern California Immigration Association.” 
As a mere m atter of convenience the Com­ 
mittee on Laws shortened the title bv 
striking out the first word. 
T hat was a 
blunder, and it ought to he rectified at 
once. 
“ H ig h er” California means noth­ 
ing except that it conveys a false idea of 
altitude.

F o u r hundred colonists in southern Cali­ 
fornia occupy less th at twelve acres each, 
and yet they clear up from $900 to $1,500 
a year net on their small tracts, and live 
meanwhile in real elegance. 
Y et we were 
told at a recent meeting in this city that 
the small tract plan in central California 
will not pay. 
But it will ; and lietter far 
than in the southern section, for the reason 
that our lands are not held so high,as yet; 
less labor is needed to secure like produc­ 
tion, and greater reliance can he placed 
upon the annual rainfall, and hence less 
irrigation is needed. 
W hat we need here 
is activity in colony schemes, the subdivi­ 
sion of large land holdings, and consequent 
variety in products. 


T h e San Francisco Re¡mrt thinks it ab­ 
surd that a “ little nation” like Greece 
should he permitted to do that which may 
set all Europe in a blaze. 
But if the little 
nation is in the right, then all Europe 
should tie set in a blaze. 
The claims of

PROHIBITION CONTENTION. 


T h e P ro h ib itio n ists o f S a c ra m e n to C o u n ty 
O rg a n izin g . 
The Sacramento 
County Prohibition 
Convention met in this city at Firem en’s 
H all Saturday afternoon for the purpose of 
selecting delegates to the State Convention 
which will convene in Sacramento May 
1-tb, two weeks from next Wednesday. 
Dr. M. F. Clayton presided, and Chauncey 
H . Dunn acted as Secretary. 
Messrs. Auburtiss, Katzenstein and Hill- 
house were appointed a committee on cre­ 
dentials, and their report showed some 
twenty delegates present. 
Messrs. Nixon. Webber and Katzenstein 
were appointed as a committee to select 
five nam es from the city and four from the 
county as delegates to 'th e Stale Conven­ 
tion. 
W hile the committee were deliberating, 
Hon. M. C. Winchester, of Yuba county' 
addressed the Convention. 
He gave a re­ 
view of the workings of the Prohibitionists 
since 1879, when the first Convention 
in this State was held. H e said there 
is only one party that has a principle, 
and that is the Prohibition party. 
The 
speaker said there are six States under pro­ 
hibition laws. The press of this State have 
entered into a conspiracy to keep silent. If 
the public depended upon the press to in­ 
form it on the question of prohibition, it 
would rem ain ignorant. The press did not 
tell about the contest in Rhode Island, in 
which the Prohibitionists sustained a vic­ 
tory. If any man is opposed to the saloons, 
lie is wanted to unite with the Prohibition­ 
ists. The women are going to direct this 
great movement. “ I am in favor,” said 
the speaker, ” of women voting.” H e paid 
a high eulogy to the women, and the good 
work they have been doing in the cause of 
temperance. “ There are only two parties,” 
said h e ; “ one party for the home, and the 
other for saloons.” 
__ The .committee reported the following 
delegates to the State Convention : M. F. 
Clayton, C. II. Dunn, A. B. Nixon, F. H. L. 
Webber, G. B. Katzenstein. I*. H . Latour- 
ette. Rev. J. Chisholm, G. W. H eath, X. D.

Rev-. Dr. Frost made a few remarks. He 
believed that ten years from now a major­ 
ity of the States will favor prohibition. 
The following were elected as a County 
Central Com m ittee: C. H. Dunn, J. Hili- 
house, E. M. Leitch, F. H. L. Webber, G. 
W. H eath, N. D. Hack, P. H. I.atourette. 
On motion, the delegates to the State 
Convention were given power to till va­ 
cancies m the delegation. 
The following resolution 
was unani­ 
mously adopted: 
Xrxnlvcd, T hat wc congratulate the ¡Kioplo of 
the State o f Rhode Island in having on tile 7th 
day of April, issc. by a more than |three-fifths 
vote, added an am endm ent to th eir state Con­ 
stitution forever prohibiting the m anufacture 
and sale of alcoholic liquors except lor scientific 
and m edicinal purposes ; aud we further con­ 
gratulate them on having elected a prohibition­ 
ist on a prohibition platform for Attorney-Gen­ 
eral to see to the enforcem ent of the am end­ 
m ent aud the laws m ade iu pursuance thereof, 
realizing, as we do, the fact th at a law does not 
aud cannot enforce itself, and that the duty of 
executing it m ust be placed in the hands of its 
friends, and not ibs enem ies, if it would be made 
effective.

Washington, April 24th.—The advance 
sheets of the report of Joseph D. Weeks, 
expert and special agent of the Census B u ­ 
reau. upon tlie strikes and lockouts occur­ 
ring within the United States during the 
calendar year 1880, have been received la­ 
the Ulterior Department. 
The records 
show, he 
>. that m am strikes and 1 ;ck- 
outs sti’l grow out of the most trival 
causes. 
It is also true, tspeeiall;, in locali­ 
ties where large bodies of workmen are 
gathered, that there will also he found men 
who oo frequently, from ¡-ir.is’er and mer­ 
cenary motives, create dissension and en- 
dtavor to inaugurate strikes, and when 
soikes are in progress their duration is 
liable to be prolonged by the efforts o f such 
persons. 
Yet the tendency, as stated, is 
towaril less frequent s.rikcs and lockouts. 
The number of strikes in certain prominent 
trades as given in the report is as follows: 
Iron ami steel industries, 236; coal mining, 
158; textile trades, 46; cigarmakers, 42; 
building trades, 
36; transportation, 36; 
printing trades. 28; glass industries. 27; 
piano-making, 14; boot and shot-m aking, 
11. 
Much the greater proportion (7! per 
cent.) of the strikes and lockouts reported 
upon were caused by difficulties as to rates 
of wages. 
A total o f 503, or about 86 per 
cent, of those relating to rates o f wages, or 
62 per cent, of all, were for an advance, and 
77, or 14 per cent, of those relating to rates 
of wages, or 9J per cent, of all, were against 
a reduction. 
The strikes growing out of 
demands for an advance are much more 
uniformly successful than those against a 
reduction. 
From 414 of the 762 strikes full reports 
were received, showing the number o f men 
idle ia such cases to have been 128,262, 
m aking an average o f about 310 men to 
each strike. 
The report concludes: ‘‘ As 
to the wages lost, it appears that 64,779 em­ 
ployes lost $3,711,079. 
This would be at 
the rate of $57 «-ach. 
As the entire number 
o f employes estimated was 228,138. the total 
loss o f wages would be $13,003,866 wliich 
would have been received had the works 
run constantly. 
Of course there would be 
a number of offsets to this. 
In case the 
strikes were successful additional wages 
would cotuitensate for a portion of this loss. 
In other eases where unionism existed in 
the trades in which there were strikes, the 
men received strike pay or strike benefits, 
blit strike benefits were, in m ost cases, 
sim ply refunding the money that had been 
previously paid. 
Then, in many cases, 
parties on strike secured em ploym ent in 
oilier industries, and hence their actual 
loss would be what wages they would have 
earned at their old labor m inus what they 
did earn in a presumably less profitable 
em ploym ent.”

THE PRESIDENT’S FIANCEE. 


R e m in isc e n c e o f O ne o f M iss Folsom *s 
K nglisli A n cesto rs. 
[By Telegraph.] 
W ashington, April 24th.—A private let­ 
ter received in this city from A. C. Curtis, 
of Stratford, Conn., contains an interesting 
reminiscence of Lady Sterling, one of the 
ancestors of Miss Folsom, w hom it is said 
the President will marry : 
y A lew years prior to the Revolutionary 
" ar, writes Mr. Curtis, ‘‘ Lord ¡Sterling, 
an English^ nobleman, while journeying 
from New York to Boston, stopped a few 
days in Stratford, where he became enam ­ 
ored of a beautiful girl. Miss Folsom by 
name, whose lather was the village black­ 
sm ith. I pon his return from Boston, a few 
weeks later, the two were married. Shortly 
after this lo rd Sterling sailed for Europe to 
appnse Ins family of his marriage and to 
m ake preparations for removing his wife 
thither. 
As the story goes. Miss Foisom ’s 
family regarded Lord Sterling as an ad­ 
venturer, and the village beauty married 
him against their wishes. 
W hen a year 
passed and no tidings reached America ot 
the absent Lord, the tongues o f the village 
gossips were loosened, and between the up­ 
braiding o f her parents and the gibes of 
the townspeople the young wife’s life be­ 
came a burden to her.
